[at least] two cold-air d icjrformed in the housing, the cold-air ducts being routed 
laterally around both sides of t le heater and each cold-air duct having an associated cold- 
air flap that controls air flow thjerewough; and 

partition walls within the houBing, the partition walls forming four independent 
air-mixing chambers downstream of me heater in a direction of air flow, each individual 
mixing chamber including a warm-air control element that controls air flow therethrough
